divided solid material, of any dercription, 
Is‘. rown into the stomach, it acts as a me- 
chanical irritant, and sets up indigestion. 
When the practice of eating quickly, and 
filling the stomach with unprepared food is 
habitual, the digestive organ ia rendered in- 
capable of performing its proper functions, 
Fither a much larger quantity of food than 
would be necessary under natural conditions 
8 reyuired, or the system suffers from lack 
of nourishment. The matter may seem a 
small one, but it is not so. Just as a man 
may goon tor years with defective teeth, 
impertectly masticating his food, and won- 
dering why he suffers from indigestion, so 
& man may habitually live under an inflic- 
tion of hurried dinners, and endure the con- 
sequent loss of health, without knowing why 
he is net well, or how easily the cause of 
his illness might be remedied.

Otherexperiments were not satisfactory, 
and some cases of failure were attributed to 
the arsenic having been administered in a 
non-assimilable form. Prof. Tommasi- 
Crudeli had no faith at all in the alleged 
anti-malarious influence of the salicylates, 
and attaches hardly any greater value to 
the use of eucalyptus. He also dispates 
the alleged beneficial results said to have 
attended the planting of eucalyptus trees 
in malarious regions. He things much mere 
highly of a popular remedy, widely employ- 
elin many parts of Italy, Greece, Arabia, 
the West Indies, etc..—viz., preparations 
of the lemon tree. The most active prep- 
aration is said to be a decoction of the 
whole lemon fruit, and remarkable results 
are claimed tor this cheap and simple 
remedy, 

The net reault of Prof. Tommasi-Crudeli’s 
experience would seem to be that hygienic 
and dietetic measures are of the greatest 
importance in dealing with malaria, tnat 
arsenic has a trae ae influence, 
and that quiuine and a decoction of lemons 
are the most valuable remedies during the 
actual attack.--{London Lancet.
